We know in advance th a t the 
anxious Hun is forearmed The posi­ 
tion undoubtedly is as succinctly de­ 
scribed the other day by a Germ an 
High Command spokesman: 
"We 
are expecting an invasion at any 
time. Let them try it 
We are 
ready." 
Well Fortified 
The whole occupied coastal 
area, from Norway clear down 
through France, has been heavi­ 
ly fortified. A network of stra­ 
tegic railways has been built. 
The Nazis have even brought up 
big guns from France’s Marmot 
line. 
The prelim inary to any invasion 
must be a terrific aerial bombard­ 
m ent of all enemy coastal positions. 
to destroy defenses and force the 
enemy air fleet farther inland from 
their airdromes. The British say the 
Nazi defenses won’t stand up under 
the punishm ent they will get. 
Next would rome the move­ 
ment of troop*. Where landing* 
would be undertaken certainly 
is a matter of speculation. They 
might be made anywhere and 
the location would depend on 
circumstance*.

HITS NEW LOW 


The relief load has reached one of 
lls lowest points since 1938 when the 
present Deportm ent of Public As­ 
sistance too* over, members of the 
Adams county Board of Public As­ 
sistance learned Thursday afternoon 
at their m onthly meeting. 
The m onthly report of Col. J. L. 
Barton, executive director for the 
board, showed only 1,201 countians 
are receiving assistance and that 513 
of the persons on th a t list are iii 
the division receiving aid as depend­ 
ent children. 
Tile total figure on 
the relief load is 50 below th a t of a 
m onth ago. 
Increased employment and better 
wages for working members of some 
relief families or legally liable rela­ 
tives are given the credit for the de­ 
creased relief load here. 
The board now has 480 old age 
assistance cases on its lists; 82 cases 
receiving blind pensions; 106 cases 
of aid to dependent children (in­ 
cluding the 513 
individuals pre­ 
viously m entioned); and 75 general 
assistance cases. 
There has been a 
net decrease of 15 in the number of 
all types of cases during the last 
m onth,

proprietors 
who 
conformed 
would be given window stickers cer­ 
tifying “air raid precautions have 
been taken here." 
The council said the emblems have 
been distributed to local officials for 
issuance by air raid wardens to all 
stores and plants which m eet the 
requirem ents outlined by the U. 8. 
Office of Civilian Defense. 
Explaining the eight pointe were 
not arbitrary but were intended to 
guide wardens making inspection 
tours, the council listed the require­ 
m ents as: 
Coordinator 
1. 
Appointment 
of 
a 
defense 
coordinator or centralized defense 
command. 
<In a small shop the ap­ 
pointm ent of a shop warden would 
suffice but a full-scale organization 
m ight be larger in a large plant.) 
2. 
Organization, 
training 
and 
testing of employes for civilian de­ 
fense protective services. 
(All em ­ 
ployes should be advised of w hat 
to do in air raids and one satisfac­ 
tory drill should be held.) 
3. Installation of necessary equip­ 
ment. 
(First aid and fire equip­ 
m ent should be readily at hand). 
4. 
Provision of adequate m eans 
by which warnings will be received 
and transm itted through the prem ­ 
ises. 
5. Tested provision for im m ediate 
blackout of all lights visible outside 
the building. 
6. 
Recommended m easures 
for 
protecting personnel and equipm ent 
from blasts or concussions. 
(An 
air-tight room for employes in case 
of gas attack is advisable in some 
establishm ents but im practical in 
others.) 
7. 
M aintenance of liaison with 
local defense officials to assure coop­ 
eration.
